A Philatelic Thriller; 
Parisian Collector Kills 
Three; Steals Collection 





Clippings are at hand from the 
Chicago Tribune which tell of a 
youthful philatelist who beat two 
women and a boy to death with 


a hammer in order to steal a 
stamp collection valued at $12, 
000. He was arrested by the 


Paris criminal brigade within 36 
hours after the crime and the clue 
that led to him was a copy of the 
French Pont du Gard Stamp. 
Further information from the 
Tribune clipping is as follows: 

He is Michel Gieysztar, 23, who 
has a*German wife and one child. 
Gieysztar was traced thru a mod- 
ern French stamp depicting the 
Pont du Gard, which he was 
known to covet and which had 
been dropped at the scene of the 
crime. 

The slayer made an appoint- 
ment in a cafe Friday night with 
a stamp collector named Pollak 
to make an offer to the Pont du 
Gard stamp. While Pollak waited 
in the cafe, Gieysztar went to 
Pollak’s Montmartre apartment, 
where he killed a 67 year old 
maid, Madeleine Podevin. Inter- 
rupted by the appearance of Mrs. 
Simone Pollak and her 6 year 
old son, Guy, as he was gather- 
ing up the large stamp collection, 
Gieysztar beat out the brains of 
the woman and child, then fled 
with the collection, dropping the 
telltale stamp in his haste.

|lectors might gaze upon it, for this 
is a real cover, not one of those 
cooked up affairs which may or 
|may not have traveled on a plane. 
| This cover was prepared by young 
George Papas who in so far as 
we know is not a stamp collector, 
yet pride in his help in preparing 
the planes for the Washington 
trip, caused him to want to send 
a message home to his parents by 
those very planes so young George 
prepared his letter and enclosed it 
in an air mail envelope, he went 
\to a Japanese postoffice, bought 
a Jap stamp and placed it on the 
letter where it was canceled on 
October 31st as the planes were 
then ready for the jump but were 
awaiting favorable weather. The 
cover was stamped with an APO 
cancel on November st, just be- 
fore the planes took off and on 
the air mail stamp in the upper 
right corner we find a postmark 
of Washington, D. C., dated at 
Nov. 2, 3, p. m. 

This cover after being prepared 
was taken by one of the officers 
on the plane who promised to 
mail it for George when they 
landed in Washington. What a co- 
ver. 

The thrill that came to his par- 
ents was receipt of this letter 
mailed at Washington and poste 
marked at 3 p. m. on November 2, 
but received in Sidney on Noveme 
ber 5th. Yes, it took much lonver 
for delivery of the letter from 
Washington to Sidney. than from 
Hokkaido to Washington. 
| Then the evening paper got the 
ewe from the proud parents and 
|the November 5th edition of the 
Sidney Daily News carried the 
story. Thus the people of Sidney 
also felt the thrill of the associa- 
tion of one of it’s sons who is still 
doing his bit. 

When we first saw this cover 
we suggested that it be taken back 
to the postoffice immediately and 
that a backstamp be applied to 
the cover. This has been done. so 
that everything possible to au- 
thenticate this cover, which will 
be a famous one in philatelic cir- 
cles in years to come, has now 
been done. The newspaper stories,

newspapers, magazines and radio. 
Publicity which added thousands 
of new stamp collectors to the 
fold. In the newpaper field a sur- 
vey made among newspapers of 
all sizes concerning what the 
papers were doing to cultivate 
the good will of children reveal- 
ed that 46% of the papers ques- 
tioned were publishing stamp 
columns. Editor and Publisher, 
weekly magazine of the news- 
paper field, revealed that 750 
newspapers published stamp col- 
umns. Nine newspaper sundicates 
such as Associated Press, NEA 
Features, and Bell Syndicate re- 
leased stamp columns to their 
newspaper customers. The Na- 
tional Federation of Postal Clerk 
released a weekly cartoon featur- 
ing stamp and postal oddities to 
168 newpapers. National youth 
Magazines such as_ Boy’s Life, 
Open Road for Boys, Young Am- 
erica and others published regular 
stamp features. The writer auth- 
ored a monthly cartoon that 
reached a _ million youngsters 
through four comic magazines. 
With the outbreak of war publi- 
cations found their allowances 
reduced, rationed. Newspapers 
were forced to cut pages and drop 
features, Stamp columns’ were 
dropped along with other features. 
Men who had written stamp col- 
umns throughout the nation ans- 
wered the country’s call to arms. 
Newspapers that continued to run 
stamp features sliced their space 
to a fraction of their former 
spread. Syndicates dropped their 
release of stamp columns. The 
many specialized stamp magazines 
felt war pinch too. The larger 
ones curtailed their number of 
pages, many smaller ones dis- 
appeared from the stamp scene. 
Radio, another great source for 
publicizing stamp collecting and 
recruiting new collectors, was al- 
so affected by the outbreak of 
hostilities, In pre-war days the 
National Federation of Stamp 
Clubs NBC stamp program was an 
excellent source for creating in- 
terest in the hobby. Throughout 
the nation, stamp programs in 
Washington, Chicago, Los Angel- 
es, St. Louis and a dozen other 
cities helped bring new collectors 
to the fold and kept those, already 
collectors, informed of stamp 
goings on. The writer’s own stamp 
program was aired in New York 
for over 5 years and heard via 
transcriptions on 35 other stations. 

















Clerks released stamp programs 
to 43 stations weekly. A 1938 sur- 
vey revealed 130 stations would 
be interested in airing stamp pro- 
grams if they had the material or 
someone with experience to air 
the program. With the advent of 
the war, commercial schedules be- 
come crowded, sustaining stamp 
programs ,were dropped. Many 
who conducted stamp programs 
joined the armed forces, the pro- 
grams were dropped. 


Governments have lon recog- 
nized the impoztance of estab- 
lishing bureaus tc publicize their 
stamps to collectors. T Pan 
American Union has done an ex- 
cellent job in promotion among 
collectors, so has the National 
Tuberculosis Association with its 
development of philatelic inter- 
est in se 


It is our belief that with the 
war over it is once again time for 
philately to re-open the sources 
of publicizing ine hobby that be- 
came closed when war broke out. 

We suggest the establishment 
of a bureau to inaugurate and 
maintain a continuous promotion 
and publicity campaign through 
newspapers, Magazines and rad- 
io stations bringing collectors 
news and _e6 articles concerning 
their hobby as well as creating 
an interest among non-collectors 
encouragimg their interest and 
adoption of the hobby. Such a 
venture should be non-commer- 
cial, non-profit making. It should 
have the backing and support of 
the nation’s leading stamp per- 
sonages the stamp clubs and so- 
cieties, and _  philately’s writers 
and authorities. The method of 
financing the venture can be sol- 
ved by those closer to the stamp 
scene than the writer is at the 
present time. It may be through 
endowments and donations, 
through contributions from stamp 
clubs, societies, and dealers. 

In the newspaper field such a 
philatelic publicity bureau (call 
it by any other sounding title you 
wish) should furnish stamp edi- 
tors with news and photos of new 
issues, late stamp news, articles 
by well known stamp authorities, 
stories behind the stamp, ete. 
Special human interest and fea- 
ture stories could be supplied. 
Syndicates should likewise be 
covered with material. Local 
stamp editors could contribute 
stamp material for national re- 
lease. Newspapers would look to

In the magazine fieu conagit 
magazines carrying stamp fea- 
tures would likewise be covered 
with news, photos and features. 
Interviews with well known 
names who are collectors always 
makes good copy. Authoritative 
articles in a more serious vein 
could be written for the specializ- 
ed stamp press. An oddity stamp 
cartoon could be released to mag- 
azines. It has proven a saleable 
feature as a commercial proposi- 
tion. Surely publications would 
accept it gratis. 

In the broadcast field, one good 
radio script mimeographed could 
supply scores of radio stations

DON’T SHOOT AT US—SHOOT AT WASHINGTON 

Our remarks in the issue of November Ist, concerning the de- 
plorable condition of the Philatelic Agency has brought a deluge of 
letters of complaint from all parts of the country. Letters telling us 
when stamps were ordered, but no letters telling us that orders were 
filled. One letter of particular interest comes from 
a Toledo, Ohio collector who sent a certified check 
for $60 on September 25th, hed an acknowledge- 
ment on October 8th and on November 7th writes 
us that the order is yet unfilled. But the man has 
hopes, yes, he even has a promise from the agency 
that the order will be filled. They tell him in a 
letter dated November 5th that they will fill the 
order on December 24th. Just think of such business 
methods. This agency must have system worked 
out to the point regularity. December 24 will be 
just 90 days exactly, from the date the order was 
sent. The announcements of the agency state that 
orders will be filled in 45 days, yet they multiply 
this by two now and at the date of November 5,

Or is it done in another manner. Perhaps they count on filling 
just so many orders per day and do it by numerology. The order in 
question is numbered 34025. We wonder if orders numbered after 
this one will follow in late December. 

Any business man who would run a business like this would 
goon have to fold up and quit and if he found his help so inefficient 
as to conduct the business in this manner, he certainly would in- 
vestigate and tind out what was wrong. 

We have no belief that the management of the agency are lax 
jn their duty, there must be something wrong somewhere however 
and it would appear from this distance that it must be lack of help 
and lack of facilities. 

Well, the war agencies in Washington are folding up and steal- 
ing away over night in some places and surely there must be room 
for more help in this agency. 

Give us more help, more room and lets get these orders 
mail. 

Our Toledo friend suggests that it is possible to order through 
Washington Dealers for a commission. We understand this commis- 
gion is as high as 10 per cent on small orders and as low as 3 per 
€ent on order over $100. 

Why should one have to pay a commission to order and get 
prompt service on an item that is stocked in Washington by the 
millions? 

Surely this agency needs a thorough going over and the only 
Way we can accomplish this is to write to Washington, letters to our 
office will not do the trick for we too have a few hundred tied up

We find that Abyssinia, which 
a lot of people think means some 
kind of a future visit, has rece- 
ived about a hundred advances, 
principally among commems and 
pictorials, but the toughest mem- 
bers of the family, nos. 87 to 93, 
have been left strickly alone. 
These really are the babies that 
will make you scramble. 

Albania, another country sup- 
posed to be a never-waser, shows 
much over 100 increases, which 
make the stamps begin to show 
some relation to wholesale quotes, 
in addition to which I. discover 
that some of the wholesalers are 
in the market to buy sets of near- 
ly all of them, at very high per- 
centages of catalog. Abroad I 
discover any offers except the 
Italian Occupation issues, for 
which dealers demand about full 
Scott. 


I also note that one’  whole- 
saler in the U. S. offers an at- 
tractive line of Afghanistan pic- 


torials, and that just exactly one 
dealer in Great Britian advertises 
any Afghans, 

But I also note that some of the 
Britishers are advertising FOR 
specialized collections of Abyssin- 
ia, Andorra, Albania, and Afghan- 
istan, so some individuals with 
real money must fancy them. 

However, Austria. That's the 
country which will destroy your 
sight or at least knock out one eye 
if you are not careful when you 
peruse this year’s catalog. Because 


the catalog has caught up, to a 
considerable extent with the net 
prices that New York dealers 


asked for Austrias in 1944. 
Austria, of course, is the one 
country that has everything for 
everybody in large quality: low- 
priced early imperforates, so that 
anyone can buy the whole first 
set for a few dollars: hundreds of 
le and 2e items so that any kid 
can have a big collection of the 
country: extreme rarities like the 
first newspaper stamps: commem- 
oratives: airs: pictorials: semi- 
postals—and oh God, have they 
got semi-postals! All this varied 
menu has tickled the philatelic 
appetite to such an extent that 
the boys who sell Austrias have 
no modesty whatever about ask- 
ing 90%, full catalog, or a_ lot 
more for anything in demand. 
Everybody knows about the 
Dolifuss 10 Sch. Last year Kes- 
sler asked $62.50 for it. It now 
lists $80 against last year’s $65 
and one sold in a Harmer Rooke 
and Co. auction, Oct. 24, for $72. 
(All subsequent quotes are from 


this auction.) 

Another hot one for all Austria 
collectors is the first K.U.K. 
FELDPOST set. Kessler asked 
$30 for this set last year, mint or 
used. 


It listed about $40. This year it 
goes to $47.75 and a set sold in 
this auction for $36, or 75% of 
cat., same proportion as K’s. price 
of last year. 

The semi-postals all sold for 
high prices, and it is safe to sup- 
pose, that dealers got half of 
them, as dealers always get half 
the stamps in N.Y. auctions, if 
not more. 

When two or more sets were 
offered in one lot, they fetched 
an average of 66% of cat. When

The illustration above shows a 
cancellation from the state of Iowa 
in which the state name is spelled 
“IOA.” This comes from Mr.

Question is, why was the word 
abbreviated in the cancel. Today 
we abbreviate it by using the first 
and last letter “IA.” A search 
through the encyclopaedia fails to 
reveal any mention that the name

might at one tme have been “IOA” 
and leaves us only with the con- 
clusion that the Postoffice De- 
partment merely abbreviated the 
name to IOA during the period in 
which these cancellations were in 
use. It would be interesting to 
know more about this if any in- 
formation is availsble in any state 
records or libraries. 








a “Santa Claus” of the American 
Air Mail Society in the pre-war 
days...Joseph J. Lohr, of New 
York City, a specialist on Christ- 
mas seals, writes to this corres- 
pondent: “I hope you are still 
alive!”...Ramon Catala, late 
prexy of the Association Filatelica 
de Filipinas, who died a_ few 
weeks after D-Day in Manila, 
used to “horse-deal’ (trade to 
you) underground broadcast from 
Frisco vs. Japanic stamp news 
from the MPO with Quintin 
Paredes, the big boss of the 
Bureau of Communications during 
the Jap occupation.. Jesus Cacho, 
present prexy of the Association 
Filatelica de Filipinas and a prom- 
inent Manila collector, was able 
to save his mighty collection from 
the destructive dirty rats from 
Japan. Hermetically sealed in 
several cans, JC buried his col- 
lection in one of the hills in 
Baguio, in the Mountain Province. 
After the liberation of Baguio by 
the American Armed Forces, he 
climbed up the City of Pines, ex- 
cavated his collection and found 
same safe and sound including the 


original gum. .“Siete Dias En 
El Infierno” (“Seven Days In 
Hell’), is the title of the diary of 


Benigno del Rio, well-known local 
Spanish writer and Manila col- 
lector, which Ben “lend-leased” 
to this correspondent to browse 
about the other day. Ben del Rio 
was an “alumnus” of Fort San- 
tiago (Scott A57), where he was 
given the “water-cure” and other 
tortures by the Kem Pei Tai, the 
Jap Gestapo...Norman Hill, a 
British airposteer and pen-pusher, 
residing in far off England, back 
in 1942, wrote to this correspon- 
dent addressed to: “c/o Box 1314, 
=< /Manila, Philippines, Civilian; c/o 
Japanese Red Cross, Tokyo, Ja- 


pan: and c/o Prisoner of 
War, Information Bureau, 
Tokyo,” three-addresses-in-one 


under a duly censored 
POW mail with a brief note say- 
ing: “This is just a brief message 
of greeting and goodwill and to 
remind you of the pleasant pre- 
war days of Aijirmails. Keep 
cheery”... Meanwhile, Herman C. 
Hoy, of San Rafael, California, a 
veteran of the Spanish-American 
War, has written to this corres- 
pondent a letter dated Dec. 5, 
1941, and the cover was stamped 
“Returned to Sender--Service 
Suspended” plus a note “Honolulu 
bombed by Jap rats cause of this 
letter being returned to sender,” 
and then remailed on April 25/45 
and received by this correspon- 
dent recently excerpts of which 
reads in part: “I am greatly 
amazed at the progress and build- 
ing up of things in your now 
great commonwealth. Truly it’s 
wonderful when I think back to 
the night of Feb. 23, 1899 (Note: 
Feb. 23, 1899, was 46 years ago 
and incidentally, Feb. 23, 1945, 
was the day when the Japs sur- 
rendered at Intramuros of Walled 
City and thus ended the mopping 
operations of Gen. MacArthur’s 
armed forces in Manila.--PME) 
when the U. S Transport ‘SCAN- 
DIA’ with my batallion of the 20th 
Infantry anchored in old Manila 
Bay. Tondo and Binodo were on 
fire, street fighting was in pro- 
gress, and in big cascos (native 
LCMs) we were towed to shore 
opposite the old Customs house, 
then out to the lines and we were

soon soldiering. Well, I stayed 4 
years and never regret my duty 
in the Philippines. I am proud to 
be one of the old Eight Army 
Corps men, who helped lay the 
foundation of such great Com- 
monwealth and gave the Filipinos 
a chance. I am sure they are the 
greatest people on the other side 
of the Pacific.” And on the back 
of the letter, the American 
censors wroée in Tagalog: 


“Maraming salamat. Mabut- 
ing kaibigan ito.” (“Thank you. 
He’s a swell guy.”)...And then 


there’s Dr. Ralph K. Hawley, of 
New Richland, Minnesota, in a 
recent letter to this correspondent, 
says: “Some day when you can 
take time, write the whole thing 
(Jap occupation) up for one of 


ithe stamp magazines in this coun- 


try.” To which this correspondent 
might say, Okay, Doc, it’s a deal. 
As a matter of fact, it’s already 
cooked up prior to the liberation 
of the Philippines. It has big 
molars filled up with atomic fire- 
works. 
Camps vs. Clubs 

The University of Santo Tomas, 
oldest institutions of learning in 
the Philippines, is 30 years older 
than Harvard. During the occu- 
pation, the Japanic yellow bas- 
tards converted it into a concen-

We were notified about 
4 o’clock in the afternoon, and 
weather conditions being favor- 
able the plane would leave again 


| the next evening, so we had very 


short notice. It was no use for us 
to overprint a greater number of 
stamps for letters than the plane 
would carry. That was the reason 
why we only printed 300. These 
were placed on sale at 9 o’clock 
in the morning and they were all 
sold within an hour.
